Fuller speculates on wars 
and overpopulation 




Buckminster Fuller hangs onto a chair after being buffeted with 
questions on the future of the world's technology. Fuller spoke to a 
crammed Leacock 132 last night.

Buckminster Fuller is "abso- 
lutely convinced that it is 
technically feasible to support 
all of humanity at a -high 
standard of living by 1985." The 
81 -year-old architect, intro- 
duced as a "philosopher of 
hope," addressed his thoughts 
on "Ethics and Future Engineer- 
ing" to a crowd that overflowed 
Leacock 132 last night. 

Questioning whether ethics 
operative" in the past are 
applicable to the present, Fuller 
Indicated that technological 
developments have made the 
doctrine of "survival of the 
fittest" obsolete. He refuted the 
Malthusian vision of global 
overpopulation with the conten- 
tion that, "there is enough to go 
around." According to Fuller, 
"The historical premise of 
selfishness is invalid. It no 
longer has to be you or me." The 
responsibility of future engin- 
eering, he said, is to realize 
technological potential for the 
benefit of everyone. 

Claiming to be "apolitical," 
Fuller said that politics is 
backed by warfare, to the tune 
of $200 billion a year. He traced 
the organization of modern 
power structures to early tribal 
kings, who developed methods 
of divide and conquer, "and 



made everybody specialists." 
Today, in a world of four billion 
people, "Ninety-nine percent do 
not understand science and 
technology," and have been led 
to believe that technology is 
evil. "But there is nothing wrong 
with technology, only with the 
way it has been used." 

Fuller defined human beings 
as local problem-solvers in the 
universe. He said that other 
living organisms are charac- 
terized by special equipment 
which encumbers them outside 
of the environment to which 
they are adapted. A human 
being is differentiated by the 
capacity to discover general 
principles and apply them to 
escape environmental constric- 
tions. 

Fuller marvelled at the 
scientific advances which have

TAs demand settlement 
by end of month

The McGill Teaching Assis- 
tants Association (MTAA) voted 
yesterday not to negotiate any 
salary questions with the Dean 
of Arts until all other issues are 
negotiated. 

These include job security, 
cost of living allowance, full fee 
payments for all TAs, and 
standard salary increases equi- 
valent to those received by 
McGill staff. 

The MTAA passed a resolu- 
tion demanding an independent 
cost of living allowance (COLA) 
clause in the agreement. Dean 
Vogel had refused to discuss 
COLA on Monday on the 
grounds that full-time staff will 
no longer receive it. 

The MTAA argued, however, 
that since they had never been 
treated equally with full-time 
staff there was no justification 
for the Dean's argument on this 
one issue. 



"We are asking for some 
adequate protection from in- 
creases in the cost of living, 
protection that has been denied 
in the past," said Pierre 
Paquette, Economics TA and a 
member of the MTAA negotiat- 
ing committee. "TA salaries are 
very low, and it is low Income 
wage-earners who are hit 
hardest by Inflation." 

The MTAA made a gain in 
their dispute yesterday when 
the TA /lecturers in French as a 
Second Language voted to 
negotiate only through the 
MTAA. In Monday's meeting 
Dean Vogel had suggested that 
he might be able to negotiate a 
separate settlement with the 
French as a Second Language 
TAs, who have a heavier 
teaching load than TAs in other 
departments. 

A motion to take "further 
action" if a settlement was not 
reached by January 31 was

approved unanimously. Al- 
though no form of action was 
specified the MTAA is forming a 
tactical committee to study 
possible alternatives. 

The settlement MTAA de- 
mands by that date must take 
the form of a written guarantee 
signed by the "appropriate 
authorities," presumably the 
Senate Budget Planning Group. 

The MTAA negotiating com- 
mittee will advance the counter- 
proposals approved at yester- 
day's meeting some time next 
week. 

Meanwhile, campus is feeling 
the pressure from the TA work 
slow-down in departments in 
the Arts Faculty, which has 
entered its seventh week. 
Students needing transcripts 
have found many of them 
incomplete as many grades 
have not been entered. 

The pressure is expected to 
increase between now and 
January 31.

man, you amaze me. I cannot 
conceive of anything I've done 
having the slightest practical 
application!" 

Last night Fuller noted sadly 
that, 'The first practical appli- 
cation was Hiroshima. He said, 
"The scientist has become an 
egg-laying machine, and others 
decide what to do with the 
eggs." 

Two McGill professors, J.C 
McLelland and J.M. Dealy, were 
co-panelists with Fuller. Dealy, 
of the Faculty of Engineering 
emphasized the destruction of 
the environment and depletion 
of the earth's resources. Dealy 
characterized himself as being 
"of the gloom-and-doom 
school." He said that preserva- 
tion of the world is possible 
only through "drastic change in 
lifestyle", including giving up 
separate family dwellings and 
individual modes of transporta- 
tion. "It is not possible to 
preserve everything: the pro- 
blem is deciding what to 
abandon and what to preserve." 

Fuller commented, "Pessi- 
mists and optimists are both 
off-balance." Recognizing that 
humanity has the option of 
providing material abundance 
for all is not the same as 
optimism, he said.
